The school manage* 
ment has been very much embar- 
rassed for the laat few montha, 
because with the room and equip- 
ment of the old building thay 
would be unable to take more 
pupils in High School. By vot- 
ing the bonds necessary, tha 
school will be able to care for all 
who wish tooBter aehool in Sep- 
tember.

"No dead or deed of trust or 
mortgage conveying a legal or 
equitable title to real or peraonal 
estate shall be valid against a 
purchuer for a valuable consid- 
eration, without notice thereof, 
or againat creditors, until such 
deed or mortgage shall be ac- 
knowledged or proved according 
to law, and kxiged for raeord. 
"The word creditors as used 
herein shall include all creditors 
irrtaptetirt tf whtther or not 
they mav have acquired a lien 
by legal or equitable proceedinga 
or by voloBtwy coavty t Bta."
